“Wo perceive that your lordship has tuvited 
tondoers for the conveyance of the East Indis and 
Ching maily, andor srrangamonts which will 
como into offect at the olasa of the prasant con- 
tract with the Paninanlir and Oriantal Steam 
Navigation Conpaay. aud wa Gud that the in: 
vitations to tander are so arrangod'ss to allow of 
sithor one or several’ contracts being mais for 
tho new sorviods. 

“Tt would Yaus appoue that your lordshipcon- 
docplnins ag possible.a division of tho Heasterm 
wail garvinos ito several branohes, instmad of re« 
taining the homogeneous systent undar which 
ibese mails have beea satisfactorily carviad for’ 
yo many Yeats, Sach division wonld, it appaars 
to nd. load to tha saparation of tha India and 
China mail, serviaas. ad probably to the dalivary 
of thasa mails on diffareat duys of the weolk, thus 
destroying the axcallent system to which the 
country at large hag bocomo a0 thoroughly agons- 
fomed in transioting business conusoted with 
tho Inst. 

“Wo take the libarty, thorafors, of ‘alatiog 
that, in our opiuion, any suck division of tho mail 
services would be fraught not ‘only with inoou-, 
venience but injury to the important mercantile 
interests which wo roprasont, We submit 
that most of tha merchants’ who are engaged 
in tradé with India ara also moro or less in- 
torestedin that of China, aut vice versd ; while 
tho banking and exchange op2rations ovrried on 
with, these countries are so complotely mixed. up 
together that thoy cannot be carried on snonens- 
fully noless the postal advices ara delivarable at 
the same time, This system of Interchange ba- 
tween the India and China trade, whioh renders 
tha banking operations of both coantries rautusl- 
ly dependent on each other, has, boon developed 
during the last thirty. yoars to a proat extent by 
tanons of the regulsr and simultaneons workiug 
of the mail gorvice in allits branches. We have, 
therefore, no hesitation in ‘stating that any 
change in the fixed and rogular charactor of the 
mail service would prove s sorious interruption ta 
the course of trade, and more partionlarly to 
banking and exchange operations.

A REMARKABLE STATUTE. 
P-ter the Great, on returning from his 
memorable vieit'to the Weat, seeing the back- 
~ ward state nt bis country, introduced a series 
, of reforma in the social usages of the people, 
The Czar was constantly proparing some new 
aurpriao or other for his subjects, which they 
frequently did not relish, Tho Russians of 
old Muscovy werd very much like the Chi- 
iiega st the present day in their obstinate 
conservatism, Ruasian traveltera in Chins 
have discovered in the Colestials a atritting 
resemblance to their own countrymen, as 
*nawn from tradition.and hiatory anterior to 
tie time of Peter the Great. - Poter began 
nin aocial reform with the drasa, He was do- 
termined that hisaubjects—ant loact, those of 
the higher grades—should drese like Buro- 
peans; ahould, to: use s bon mot of Prince 
Bismarck’a, “tuck in ‘ther abirts.” The 
witty Chancellor divides Russians into two 
clasaea—tho higher, those who tuck theirshirts 
in; and’ the lower, or peasant class, who do 
not tack in their shirts, wonring them over 
their trousers; so Peter commanded hia peo- 
ple to abandon their old costumes, ‘Tt oan 
well:bo imagined with what feeling af dis- 
gust the proad Bovar had to-abandon bir 
Jong loose-flowing kaftan, his wide shalvara, 
high boota, tall fur cap, for tight’coate and 
breechen, stockings and shoes, and flowing 
wigs of the period of William LID ;‘and then 
the beard, that cherished ofnamant, had to 
“be shaved off too, of which every orthodox 
Russian wok ag proud and'as jealous as the 
moat fanatical follower of the prophet. Core 
reapouding alterations were mado in the dress 
of the women. 


A BOPAR. 
How marked was the change from the old 
to tha new order of things, as regards dress, 
may be gleaned from the following descrip- 
tion by the historian Count Tolstoi, of the 
galy costume of a Boyar of the sixtoouth cen- 
tury on horseback :— A. white satin kaftan, 
under the low-ontaollar of which could bo seen 
_ the pearl ucaktlace of the shirt; white pearl 
* -wristbanda drew tho wide sleeve of the kaf- 
tan tight round tho wrists, the former being 
secured by a girdle of crimson colour tied: 
negligently round the waist, the two gold- 
fringed ends showing in front, into which 
pnir.of elaborately embroidered gloves: were 
tucked in st the sides; wide crimson velvet’ 
pantaloons tucked into high yellow morocco 
boots with silver-heo! plates, the logs of which 
were embroidered with pearla and let down, 
forming crinklos, reaching balf up the calf, 
Over the kaftan was thrown a light silk sum. 
mer mantle of golden colour, Fastonod at the 
breast with a double stud of diamonds, The 
head-novering was a cap of cloth of silver and 
gold, ornamented with oa diamond sigretta 
and plume.” (Of the dress woro by the Bo- 
 yar..ladies,_it-is difficult.to-form a parfectly- 
i correct idea, as wo have but few data to go 
——. —by,—The. female-gala-attire-of- the-Rnssian-| 
‘ peasantry is supposed to-bea survival of the 
former, ‘Some consider the. sarafizn of the 
village maidens a very’ gracaful and becom. 
ing robe, und their head-dreaeea are remark- 
. sble for their showiness atid fantastic forme; 
The national court costume, go called, a modi- 
fication of the ancient dress worn at grand im- 
periilentertainmenta at the pregontday, is ex- 
. geedingly elaborute consisting frequently of a. 
white satin gown worn bovoath a robeof ruby 
or ved velvet, opens. ' ont,and falling loogely 
from the shoulders and back ine long train ; 
bracelets and necklrcos of great, value 
covering the naked arma and bosom,..and. 
the Kokoshnik, a viara of red ‘velvat set in 
“precious, stones, placed over. the forebead, 
Despite these contrasts, the Russian nobilit 
becaine accustomed to thé inaovatiors io 
tims, and tho gentleman of’ Peter's reign 
wos not to be distinguished, outwardly at 
least, from bis prototypes of the West. Poter 
determined also to bring out the fo:nale 
portion of Russian society, who up till then 


lived in Orivntal seclusion in their Russian 
homes, With this object ho instituted the 
so called assemblion or social gatherings by 
special statute which he promulgated in thy 
yeur 1718. Iu is called 
THE CTATUTE OF assRMULIES, ~ 
This curious edict was written by Peter 
the Great with his own hand and waa found 
after bis death among his papers in hie 
stedy, ‘The statute mas worded ag ‘follows : 
— The word ascemblee isa French word, 
which is not caay to express in a single word 
in the Russian Ioguage. It means o 
cortuin number of persons assembled 
together eitber for their amusement, or for 
deliberation and friendly conversation,” 
Friends may see one another at these 
meetings, and converse on business matters 
or anything olre, acquaint themselves with 
bome and foreign tews, and in this mannor 
pasa the time away pleasantly ; but a it ia 
necessary that order should prevail in these 
agsemblies, the following rules sball be 
obasrved :—" The parson at whose house 
tho assembly is to be bold in the evening 
shall proclaim the fact in large letters 
writton on a boatd exhibited on thé gaten 
of the house, or by some other sign, 50 as 
to announce the admittance of both sexe,” 
The assembly shall not commence before 
four or five o'clock p.m.,.and continue later 
then ten o'clock, “The host and -boatesa 
shall not be compelled to meet the guests 
on their arrival, or accompany them to the 
door when Jeaving, or keep them ‘eompuny ; 
but although they are exempt from this, 
they are bound to furnist the guesta with 
cbairs, ‘candle-light, dtinkables, and every. 
(hing elae they may desire. They shall like. 
wise provide allaorts of games and everything 
belonzing thereto.’ No time shall . be 
epecitied when to come and when to depart. 
“It will be sufficient for anyone to pay a visit 
even for » short time. “ Everyone of bis 
own free wil] sball sit, atand, or walk about, 
and no one shall binder tha other in’ what 
he shall do, under the penalty of. drinking 
off the contenta of the ‘Great Eugle’ ia 
‘large chalice'of wine), For the rest, it ie 
-aufficient (0 come to the assembly, and going 
away ‘again, making m polite bow to the 
company.” Distinguished peraonages, such 
sn the nobility, the bighor grade of vfficera, 
noted merchants, skilled ‘artificere,- and 
‘ shipwrights, aod Government employes of 
“~ every grade, shall bave free entry tu the 
assemblies, likewise their wives qué children, 
For the servante accompauying the guesta, 
separate -placo sball be assigned, so aa to 
. afford , sufficient ‘room in the apartments 
Appointed. for the company." —~Antiquary.

. During his firet few hours in Gibraltar an 
‘Englishman is dve, ly impressed with the 
atrength and impuri:see of thia the mont 
uncient of our Mediterranean possession, 
“Ho walka past-long lines of bastions built of 
fonesive—masonry-; he sees guns in-every- 
Girectioa—euns lining the. bastions, guns 
frowning from the far-famed. galleries, guns 
hslf-concealed in the foliage of the Alaineda 
Gardens, The whola: peninsula appaara one 
vast:and: itopregnable fortress, On evaty 
available spot is a ‘battery or a barrack, a 
wi ine ora store, a hospital ora prison. 
There dre guards and séntries, pickets and 
atrale, firing of morning and evening gune, 
eking up.of gates, and regulations for the 
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
